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ANGRY councillors say a fire 
which destroyed a disused 
school building was “an 
accident waiting to happen” 
and are demanding to know 
why their warnings were 
ignored.

Cllr Anne Gower, a county and 
borough councillor, said she was 
“devastated” to see the remains 
of Castle Hill Middle School after 
a fierce blaze on Sunday night. 


However, the fire came as no surprise 
to many in the town, including police 
sector commander Insp Peter Ferrie, 
who warned in the Weekly News two 
weeks ago that two school buildings in 
the town which had not been used for 
almost a year were “crime magnets” and 


called for their swift demolition. 

Cllr Gower said: “I went down there 
and the fire service was absolutely 
brilliant, but it was just terrible to see. I 
spoke to people who used to go there 
and they were really sad, because all

their memories have gone with it. 
A lot of residents are quite 
frightened by this. 

“I am really concerned that 
even though it is a derelict site, 
people might still try to get in 
there and be injured. You don’t 
like to say it was an accident 
waiting to happen, but it was. I 
have emails dating back to the 
end of April where I was asking 
the county council to get 
something done about it and to 
provide enhanced security. 

“Cllr Tim Marks has also been 
pressing for these buildings to be 
demolished and we had the full 
support of the police and the fire 
service. 

“I think it is appalling that this 
has happened and that our 
warnings were just ignored. We 
have had the spate of arson 
attacks on the Clements estate 
and when there was the previous 


fire at Castle Hill, a homeless 
person was actually sleeping 
rough in there. The fire service has 
to make sure that the building is 
empty, and they are putting their 
lives at risk to do so. 

“I know we had to get the 
Secretary of State to sign it off, but 
I think we had a very strong case 
for saying there were exceptional 
circumstances. I was amazed to 
discover that even though they 
have consent now, it cannot be 
demolished as the utilities are still 
connected. 

“It just beggars belief and I am 
not at all happy about this. I have 
sent a detailed email to (county 
council) chief executive Deborah 
Cadman about this. It is appalling 
the way this has been dealt with 
and we have got to get it right for 
the other buildings. 

“These are not the sort of 
headlines we wanted for Haverhill 
over the Jubilee weekend, with so 


many good things happening in 
the town, but a minority of people 
have to go and spoil it.” 

A Suffolk County Council 
spokesman confirmed that the 
gas and electricity supplies to the 
building were still connected. 
They had been due to be 
disconnected next Monday, but 
efforts were being made to get this 
brought forward following the fire. 

“It was not done when the 
school closed because at that time 
there was still the question of 
whether it could be taken over for 
community use by another 
organisation. It took until about 
Christmas to decide whether 
there would be a viable alternative 
use and then we had to make the 
application to demolish it. It was 
happening at the pace that would 
normally happen; these things do 
take time. 

“We have got demolition 
contractors at the site and they 


are looking to collapse the 
building’s walls into themselves, 
because they are unstable. We are 
relieved that no-one was in the 
building at the time, but we don’t 
want any accidents now, so we are 
hoping to achieve this in a 
relatively short time. 

“We are looking at putting in 
24-hour security measures 
because of the state of the 
building and we will also be 
stepping up security at the two 
other empty school sites in the 
town.” 

Insp Ferrie said: “The fire is 
being investigated as a potential 
arson. This devastating fire could 
have been avoided if the school 
had been demolished more 
quickly. 

“We are appealing for anyone in 
the local area around the building 
who has had a wheelie bin stolen 
to get in touch with us by calling 
101 .”

MORE than 50 fire¬ 
fighters rushed to Castle 
Hill Middle School 
shortly before 10pm on 
Saturday and fought the 
blaze for about three 
hours. 

They were still at the site in 
School Lane the following 
morning targeting the 
remaining hotspots. 

Residents reported seeing 
flames and plumes of smoke 
pouring out of the school. 
Many left their homes to 
watch and others came to 
survey the damage the 
following day. 

Peter Freestone, 82, who 
lives in the same street, said 
he heard a popping sound at 
about 9.50pm and assumed it 
was a firework display staged 
as part of the Jubilee 
celebrations. 

But the retired builder then 
caught sight of the flames 
from his home. He said: “I 
thought it looked similar to 
the pictures you see from the 


Second World War of London 
burning. The skyline was just 
flames. I was filled with awe.” 

Quinn Cox, assistant 
headmaster of the school 
which closed last year as part 
of Suffolk’s move from a 
three-tier to a two-tier 
education system, pointed 
out where his office used to 
be in the wreckage. 


He said: “It’s bizarre 
because it’s just a building 
but I feel sad for the town and 
I feel personally incredibly 
sad because it had life once 
and for it to have been 
treated and finished in this 
way feels wrong.” 

Firefighter of 21 years, Paul 
Goodman, station comm¬ 
ander based in Bury St 


Edmunds, said they had had 
no chance of saving the 
building. He explained: “It 
was gone before we got 
going. The fire had taken hold 
of 100 per cent of the 
building within 15 or 20 
minutes.” 

Nobody is believed to have 
been injured during the 
blaze. 


Neighbours warned as asbestos 
removed from wrecked building 


ASBESTOS was being cleared from the 
site - and people living nearby are 
warned not to touch any debris they find. 

Specialist contractors were this week 
removing asbestos from the remains of 
the building and near neighbours are 
being told not to touch any debris which 
lands in their gardens, but to contact the 
fire service to have it removed. 

Suffolk’s assistant chief fire officer Phil 
Embury said: “There was a small amount 
of low-grade asbestos in the building. As 
a result of the fire some of this has been 
spread across the school field. Specialist 
contractors are on site carrying out an 
appropriate clear-up operation. 

“Although unlikely, if residents are 
concerned about any debris that has 


appeared in their garden as a result of the 
fire they should not touch it and phone 
(01473) 433444 to arrange for it to be 
removed. 

“I would urge members of the public to 
stay away from the site - it is unsafe and 
anyone entering the site is putting 
themselves at risk. 

“If anyone sees anything suspicious at 
the Castle Hill site or any other site in the 
area they should contact the police 
immediately.” 

The Castle Hill building as well as the 
former Chalkstone Middle School site on 
the other side of the town have both been 
disused since last July, when the town 
moved from a three-tier to a two-tier 
school system. 


Fire crews called to 
scene a second time 



FIREFIGHTERS returned to the scene on 
Tuesday night when a second fire broke 
out in the roof. 


Two crews from Haverhill attended the 
site in School Lane at about 7pm and used 
a ladder to put out the fire within less than 
an hour. 

A fire service spokesman said it was 
believed that the small fire in the roof of 
the sports hall could have been an area 
which was still smouldering from the 
main fire on Sunday night and had 
reignited.

Youngest 
councillor 
put up for 
top award

A TEENAGER who is the youngest ever 
parish councillor in his village has been 
nominated for the Cambridgeshire Young 
People of the Year Awards. 

Keiran Wakley, of The Grove, Linton, also became 
an ambassador for the Prince’s Trust within the past 
12 months, raising thousands of pounds for good 
causes - and all at the age of 18. 

Early last year, Keiran moved back to Britain after 
six years living with his family in Spain, finding it 
difficult to adapt to a new area with no friends. 

But in May, the 18-year-old joined a 12-week 
course set up by the Prince’s Trust for 16- to 25-year- 
olds who are out of work, and now represents the 
charity in talking to businesses about how the trust 
can help youngsters, as well as securing funding and 
support. He has even visited Parliament to discuss 
young people’s views with MPs. 

His charity work has included a sponsored walk 
which raised £700 for Scope’s sensory garden at 
Meldreth Manor School, an eight-day planting and 
groundwork project in the garden, and a number of 
placements at Symonds House old people’s home in 
Linton. 

lamie fackson, team leader of the trust at 
Cambridge Regional College, nominated Keiran for 
a YOPEY for being “hard-working, conscientious 
and empathising with people within the 
community”. 

Jamie said: “Initially he struggled because of the 
culture change and he had low confidence, but he 
matured and developed and built up his 
confidence. 

“He became a reliable team leader and stood out 
because of his dedication. He inspired confidence 
in the rest of the team to do well over the 12-week 
course.” 

Keiran, who has recently completed his GCSEs at 
Long Road Sixth Form College in Cambridge after 
changing over to the British education system, said 
he was particularly proud of the work in Meldreth. 

He said: “Everyone was grateful for what we had 
achieved. It was nice to feel that we were helping 



the children and giving something back to the 
community.” 

And of his role on Linton Parish Council he 
added: “It’s fantastic and I love it. I can be a voice for 
young people in the community.” 

This year’s YOPEY is open to young people aged 
10 to 25, with the winner receiving £800. Other 
prizes will be provided from a pot of £2,000 put up 
by sponsors, including the police and communi¬ 
cations experts Ferrier Pearce.

Man admits breaching restraining 
order by banging on door at 6am 


A MAN who banged on the front 
door of his ex-partner’s house at 
6am while she was sleeping 
inside with their two young 
children has appeared in court 
for breaching a restraining order. 

Lawrence Marsh, 40, appeared 
at Bury St Edmunds Magistrates’ 
Court where he admitted two 
counts of breaching the order - 
imposed in July 2010 - by verbally 
abusing Amanda Procto in 
Haverhill on Monday, May 28. 
One incident took place at her 
home in Vetch Walk, the other at 
the town’s Recreation Ground. 

Ian Devine, prosecuting, said 
the couple had been in a 
relationship which ended two 


years ago and the restraining 
order was made to prevent 
Marsh, of Withersfield Road, 
Haverhill, from contacting Miss 
Procto directly or indirectly 

On May 28 Miss Procto and her 
children aged 7 and 3 were in bed 
when Marsh arrived in a drunken 
state and began banging on the 
door and shouting abuse. Later 
the same day, she was walking 
through the Recreation Ground 
when she saw Marsh drinking 
alcohol from a can. Again he was 
verbally abusive and made 
threats to her. 

Lyndon Davies, for Marsh, said 
his client was struggling with a 
drink problem, but this was the 


first time that he had breached 
the order. He had continued to 
have access to his children and 
wanted to be a good father to 
them. 

District Judge Celia Dawson 
said she was concerned that the 
children had been present when 
he went to the house. She 
adjourned the case until June 28 
for a pre-sentence report to be 
prepared, with all options open, 
but particularly looking at a 
possible community sentence 
with a probation requirement. 

Marsh was released on bail, 
with a condition that he only has 
contact with Miss Procto to 
collect and return the children. 
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Scooter thef 
leaves Dylan 1 
heartbroken

“You cannot lock up a scooter and we 
thought it would be safe because of where 
it was on the site. 

“We have put up posters and all his 
friends are looking out for it in case they

A JUDGE has slammed the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
for its handling of a case 
involving the alleged stal¬ 
king of 13-year-old girl. 

Nigel Proctor, 43, of Linfield 
Court, Hertford, denies a charge of 
harassment by following and 
staring at the girl on numerous 
occasions in Haverhill between 
March 31 and September 26 last 
year. 

He appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ Court on 
May 29, when a trial date was set 
for August 2 at Ipswich Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court. 

A trial due to take place on May 
28 had to be cancelled because 
Proctor’s solicitor had still not 


received statements and DVD 
evidence from the prosecution in 
relation to the case. 

District Judge Celia Dawson said 
she was ‘extremely concerned’ by 
the delay and ordered defence 
solicitor Tom Harrison to prepare 
a schedule of costs for wasted 
court time. 

The judge said: “I am concerned 
that the defendant and the 
witnesses have been waiting for 
the trial to take place and have 
had this hanging over them for all 
this time. The case has been 
handled inefficiently and the 
problems that have arisen are to 
be laid firmly at the door of the 
CPS. 

“However, I am satisfied that the 
defendant can still receive a fair 


trial. If my direction that this 
evidence should be provided is not 
complied with, I expect the 
defence to come directly to me." 

Mr Harrison said: “The file 
presented by the police was a 
shambles. Letters from our firm 
and the previous solicitors asking 
for full disclose so that we could 
prepare the defence case were 
simply ignored. We have now got 
one statement in handwritten 
form, which is illegible.” 

Prosecutor Ian Devine gave his 
personal assurance that police 
would be asked to provide tapes of 
ID parades and other evidence 
before the trial. 

He said: “There is no reasonable 
explanation I can give for the 
failings from January to today.”

Man, 48, Jailed for 
abuse of teen girl 


A SECURITY guard who 
sexually abused a young girl 
has been jailed for three 
years. 

Mark Stringer, 48, had denied 
four offences but was convicted by 
a jury at Ipswich Crown Court last 
month. 

Last Thursday, Stringer returned 
to court to be sentenced and was 
told by ludge lohn Devaux: “I have 
no doubt that the offending was 
sexually motivated.” 

Stringer was found guilty of four 
offences of sexual assault, but the 
jury were unable to reach a verdict 
on an allegation of rape against the 
same girl. Prosecutor Richard Potts 
said that a retrial was not being 
sought on the rape charge. 

ludge Devaux told Stringer that 
his offending had been aggravated 
by taking place on repeated 
occasions, the 33-year age gap 
between himself and the victim 
and what amounted to a breach of 
trust. 

Stringer was ordered to sign the 
sexual offences register and 



banned from working with any 
child under the age of 16, both for 
an indefinite period. 


During his trial, the jury heard 
allegations that Stringer, pictured 
above, had repeatedly subjected 
the girl to a series of sexual assaults 
before she was 13. 

Giving evidence via a TV link 
into the courtroom the girl, from a 


village near Haverhill, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, 
claimed that Stringer had put his 
hand inside her top and down her 
trousers on repeated occasions. 

The girl had initially revealed to 
a friend on Facebook what she said 
happened and later told her 
mother who alerted police. While 
Stringer faced four charges of 
sexual assault they related to a 
greater number of alleged 
incidents, the court heard. 

Stringer, of Lower Crescent, 
Barham, who had no previous 
convictions, had worked at lob 
Centres in Suffolk and Essex, had 
pleaded not guilty to all five 
offences. 

He denied ever deliberately or 
accidentally touching the girl in a 
sexual way. 

Defending, Lindsay Cox said: 
“This is a man who has quite an 
impressive work history. He served 
in the navy for seven years and 
then subsequently he obtained 
good work. He was working 
diligently throughout his adult 
life.”

Bar Vu can stay 
open until 3am 

A NIGHTCLUB has been granted consent by 
a licensing committee to stay open until 
3am. 

BarVu inlubileeWalk, Haverhill, was 
granted consent by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s licensing sub-committee, 
despite concerns raised by the council’s 
environmental health department that it 
could cause noise disturbance. 

The application was approved subject to a 
condition that there should be no admission 
to the premises after 2am on Saturdays and 
Sundays. 

A statement issued by 
the council said: “The 
sub-committee has 
considered the 
representations made 
by the responsible 
authority and the very 
detailed representation 
made by the applicant 
in response. The sub¬ 
committee considers 
that, subject to the 
addition of a further 
condition, the objective 
to prevent public nuisance will be met by 
the applicant.” 

At present the club has a licence to serve 
drinks until 2am and stay open until 
2.30am. In future it will be able to serve 
drinks until 2.30am and remain open until 
3am. The committee was told that applicant 
Harry Zachariou, pictured, wanted to extend 
his hours to match those of similar 
establishments in the area and would also 
ensure that there was no access to the 
outdoor smoking area after 2am. 

In the report to the committee, the 
environmental health section said: “If the 
premises are allowed to remain open until 
3am, there will still be extensive noise in 
lubilee Walk and the High Street when 300- 
plus people leave the premises. It is also 
likely that people will remain in the vicinity 
of the premises chatting or waiting for taxi’s 
after this time. 

“Environmental Health and Housing 
Services are therefore still of the opinion that 
any further extension of the existing 
opening hours at BarVu is likely to cause 
additional lack of amenity to the residential 
occupiers in the vicinity of lubilee Walk, 
particularly at Heron House, where there are 
10 residential flats and St Esprit House, 
where there are seven residential flats, all of 
which are located on the High Street.”

It is very much about 
information and skill transfer, about 
giving people knowledge and skills so 
that there is a lasting impact. Simple 
things can make such a difference. 

“People have been very generous and 
every single pound really can make 
difference and mean much more over 
there.” 

Lindsey Cornish said it was a huge 
shock when her husband of 36 years 
first announced his plans, but she was 
supporting his effort and was joining 
him in training to work at the clinic run 
by the charity. 

She said: “It came as a complete 
surprise, but I am supporting him and 
organising his fundraising. I plan to 
travel backwards and forwards, but I am 
doing the training so that I can work as a 
volunteer at the clinic when I am there.” 

Most of the charity’s locations in 
Africa offer very basic accommodation, 
many of them with no electricity or 
running water. Lindsey will travel back

A DEDICATED team of cyclists is going 
for gold in our sister paper the 
Cambridge News' Big Bike Ride in 
celebration of the 2012 Olympics - and 
riders will be using their very own app 
to keep track of their progress. 

Team ViewRanger will be joining 
hundreds of people across the region 
on Sunday, July 8, to take part in the 
bike ride which will raise money for 
three local charities. 

As well as tackling the 201.2km gold 
route they will also be creating an 
interactive map of the event that can be 
downloaded on to a phone or viewed on 
our website.

L AST week I made these 
amazing new cakes for 
The Garden Room 
Beauty Salon in Ridgewell. 

Owner Lyndsey McCormack 
wanted to have some of these 
wonderful whoopie pies for her 
clients to celebrate the Queen’s 
Jubilee. Lyndsey has the most 
wonderful little beauty salon I have 
ever been to. She has been working 
in the beauty industry for over 10 
years and has recently set up her 
own business.

So moving on to the whoopie 
pies: they were vanilla sponge with 
vanilla butter cream, the easiest way 
to introduce you to these delicious 
cakes. There are so many flavours 
you can incorporate. I have had a 
lot of fun coming up with some new 
combinations; for example, 
chocolate and peanut butter and 
raspberry and marshmallow fluff 
work well together. I have included 
a recipe for the vanilla whoopie pies 
for you to have a go - good luck and 
happy baking. 


Ingredients 

115g soft unsalted butter 
200g caster sugar 
1 large egg 

1 half tsp vanilla extract 
225ml buttermilk 
1 tsp bicarbonate of soda 
Half tsp baking powder 
275g plain flour 
200g unsalted butter 
400g sifted icing sugar 
1 tbsp vanilla extract 
Instructions 

■ Preheat the oven to 180C and 
grease a large baking tray with butter 
and flour. 

■ Sift together the flour, baking 
powder and bicarbonate of soda and 
set aside. 

■ In a separate bowl, cream the 
butter and sugar together using an 
electric whisk until light and fluffy. 

■ Add the egg and vanilla and mix 
well until combined. 

■ Fold in half the flour and mix, and 
then add half the buttermilk and mix. 

■ Repeat with remaining ingredients. 

■ Use a piping bag to pipe little round 
moulds about 3cm round onto the 
baking trays (make sure you space 
them out as they do spread when 
baking). 

■ Bake for around 10 to 12 minutes. 

■ Allow to cool for 5 minutes on the 


tray then place on a cooling rack. 

■ To make your butter cream beat the 
butter with an electric whisk. 

■ Slowly add your sifted icing sugar 
and vanilla (you can add a little milk if 
the butter cream is too hard). 

■ Then you pipe on one side of the 
whoopie pie and sandwich with 
another. 

There are so many designs you can do 
on the whoopie pies - you can leave 
them plain, pipe butter cream on top or 
cover them with rolled fondant. Look 
me up on Facebookfor some ideas.

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Fall changed my life: Simon Crampin is now a gym instructor. 


‘Blow to head 
to rethink my 


I N July 2006, 
Simon Crampin 
and his family 
were enjoying a 
happy family 
holiday in Cyprus. 

An MoD employee, 
Simon had a deep 
affection for the country 
where he had been 
posted during his 
career, and was happy 
to be returning to the 
sunny island with his 
wife Karen and 
daughters Stephanie 
and Elizabeth. But just a 
few days before the 
family were due to 
return home, Simon 
caught a severe strain of 
food poisoning and 
fainted, collapsing 
heavily on to a concrete 
floor with his head 
taking the brunt of the 
fall. 

“I was in a room by 
myself when it 
happened,” recalls the 
53-year-old. 
“Fortunately my wife 
heard the thud and 
came and sorted me 
out, but I was probably 
unconscious for several 
minutes.” 

When Simon came 
round he felt dizzy and 
had a severe headache, 
but at the time the dad

from Brampton 
remembers being more 
concerned about his 
stomach bug. 

“You just don’t think 
you’ve done any real 
damage,” he says. “I 
obviously didn’t feel in 
the best of conditions 
anyway because of the 
bug but, over the next 
few days, I also had this 
huge lump and graze on 
my head from falling.” 

By the time Simon 
arrived home he was 
over the worst of the 
food poisoning and, 
despite still suffering 
from headaches which 
were becoming more 
acute, he returned to his 
busy corporate 
communications role 
with the MoD. 

Concerned by the 
severity of the 
headaches, Simon saw 
his GP who, after a 
couple of visits, 
prescribed a strong 
painkiller and told him 
to take a few days off 
work to see if there was 
any improvement. 

“I felt a bit bad about 
doing that because I'd 
just had two weeks off 
and returned with this 


tale about falling on my 
head, which caused 
great amusement - as it 
would - but it was just 
one of those bizarre 
things which you always 
think happens to 
someone else,” says 
Simon. By the end of 
August, Simon had 
taken a couple of weeks 
off work but was seeing 
no improvement to the 
pain in his head. In fact, 
the headaches were 
getting worse. “They 
were quite severe in the 
front and back of my 
head; even moving my 
head aggravated it,” he 
remembers. 

To make matters 
worse, the food 
poisoning he had picked 
up on holiday returned. 
“It was one of those 
things that unless you 
treat it with antibiotics, 
then the body kills it off 
a bit but the more 
resistant bacteria can 
come back and hit you 
again,” he says. 

The infection left 
Simon so weak that he 
fainted again, this time 
at home, hitting his 
head on the floor. 
“Fortunately I fell on the 
landing as opposed to 
down the stairs and I 
banged my head on a 


carpeted floor,” 
remembers Simon. 

A course of antibiotics 
treated the infection 
and, with doctors 
increasingly concerned, 
he underwent CAT and 
MRI scans at 
Hinchingbrooke 
Hospital. 

“As is often the case 
with falls like mine, the 
scans didn’t show 
anything up, but it was 
reassuring to know 
there wasn’t anything 
else there that could 
have been causing the 
headaches,” he says. 

Despite the clear 
scans, Simon was still 
suffering from the after¬ 
effects of the fall: 
battling fatigue, painful 
headaches and 
problems with memory 
retention. It was, he 
says, a miserable time: 

“Through September 
and October I was pretty 
much housebound. I’d 
always been a keen 
runner, but I just wasn’t 
doing anything. The 
medical advice I was 
getting was that, 
basically, after six 
months from a head 
injury 80 per cent of 
people are better, but 
there are still 10-20 per 
cent that aren't. I was

optimistic that I would 
be one of the 80 per 
cent.” 

By the start of 2007, 
the headaches had 
subsided enough for 
Simon to go back to work 
for one day a week with 
the intention of building 
up his hours to full time, 
and eventually return to 
his previous position. 

But after 18 months back 
in the office, he was still 
struggling with memory 
loss, fatigue and lack of 
concentration and, with 
no obvious 
improvement, Simon 
agreed it was time to 
leave his job. 

“Almost two years after 
the accident I left the 
MoD on medical 
grounds,” says Simon. “It 
was an awfully 
unfortunate thing to 
happen and it certainly 
wasn’t the way I 
envisaged leaving after 
30 years, but there wasn't 
really any way I was 
going to continue what I 
was doing. The 
consistent advice 
seemed to be that, after 
two years, any more 
significant improvement 
was unlikely to happen, 
so it was one of those 
things that became 
slightly inevitable.” 

After three decades 
spent doing a job he 
loved, Simon was then 
left with the daunting 
task of deciding what he 
was going to do next. A 
keen runner and with an 
interest in the fitness 
industry, Simon decided 
to find a course in this 
area and was put in 
touch with Lifetime, a 
UK-based training 
provider for a wide range 
of business sectors, 
including fitness and 
leisure. Simon was 


accepted on to a new 
apprenticeship scheme 
to become a qualified 
fitness instructor, which 
included a month of 
classroom-based 
learning followed by a 
three-month work 
placement. 

As Simon is no longer 
able to drive long 
distances because of his 
injury, he completed the 
course at Lifetime's 
Watford site, close to his 
parents’ home where he 
stayed during the course. 

“There was some 
concern about how I 
would cope with the 
course as it was quite full 
on,” says Simon. “Four 
weeks in the classroom 
sounds quite cosy, but it 
was intensive and we 
had things to do in the 
evenings too. I was 
whacked by the end of it 
but, with the help of the 
Lifetime tutors, I 
managed to get through 
it.” 

In fact Simon enjoyed 
the course so much that 
following his work 
placement at 
Impressions Gyms, 
where he now works as a 
regular cover instructor, 
he also completed an 
additional qualification 
with Lifetime to enable 
him to work as a 
personal trainer. 

Simon now works an 
average of two days a 
week for Impressions, 
but still struggles with 
the symptoms of his 
condition, sometimes 
referred to as Post Head 
Injury Syndrome. 

“I’d like to do a bit 
more but I know I can't 
do full time,” he says. 
“Even now, if I do four 
days in a week for two or 
three weeks, I get 
progressively more 


fatigued by the end of it. 
I’ve agreed to work 
virtually all this month 
and I know it will be 
difficult, but you five 
with it.” 

Simon’s progress hasn’t 
gone unnoticed by both 
Lifetime and 
Impressions. Last year he 
was announced as a 
finalist for the Lifetime 
Learner Achievement 
Awards, making it to the 
final 20 out of 200 
entries. 

Recently he has been 
selected by Technogym 
to attend the gyms at the 
Olympic Village during 
this year’s Games, after 
receiving a One Leisure 
Impressions ‘Stars’ 
award in 2011, which is 
awarded for good 
service. Simon will be 
brushing shoulders with 
world-class athletes as 
he mans the equipment, 
a prospect he is very 
much looking forward 
to. 

“What a thing to be 
involved in,” he says. “It’s 
going to be a great place 
to be.” 

Despite managing the 
side effects of his injury, 
Simon is realistic about 
how much more he can 
improve. 

“Do I expect to return 
to how I was? No, sadly. It 
would be nice but, 
looking at how things 
are, I don’t expect to be 
doing what I was doing 
before. But you adjust 
your lifestyle to suit. 
Because it’s been a 
number of years now, 
this is probably where 
I’m going to be.”

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When worlds collide 


With her thought-provoking new drama, 27 , playing in Cambridge, 
award-winning writer Abi Morgan takes time out of her hectic 
schedule to talk science and Sisters with Jennifer Shelton 


S HE has been described to 
me, by several different 
people, as ‘the busiest 
woman in the world’, so 
despite several false-starts and 
a bit of last-minute 
rescheduling, I’m delighted to 
get Abi Morgan on the phone 
at all late one Friday afternoon. 

The pen behind Shame, The Iron 
Lady and BBC drama The Hour - and 
that’s just in the last year - Morgan is 
currently taking her latest play, 27, on 
tour after its successful run at the 
National Theatre of Scotland. 

27 is based on the true story of a 
study of nuns, conducted with the hope 
of unlocking the mysteries of 
Alzheimer’s. Set in a convent, it sees 
science clash with faith as one young 
Sister struggles with her conscience in 
order to do what’s right. 

When we talk, Morgan is on the way 
back from presenting the play to an 
audience of real-life nuns in Glasgow, 
and it seems to have gone down well. 

“It was really moving and a real 
honour to show it to an audience that 
completely understands the issues 
within it,” she says. “They really 
enjoyed it and said it was all very 
recognisable, and they loved the 
complexity. We had lunch with them 
and it was funny, there were so many 
echoes of the play. It was a very 
affirming experience.” 

The BAFTA Award-winning writer 
first had the idea for her play when she 


came across David Snowdon’s book, 
Aging with Grace, which documented 
the scientist’s Alzheimer’s experiment. 

“I heard him on the radio talking 
about it and thought, ‘this is 
incredible’, so I read the book, which 
came out about six years ago I think, 
and which follows his journey visiting 
convents across the American mid¬ 
west. So 27 is inspired by this, and 
takes the idea of a character coming to 
Scotland to set up the same study.” 

In a nutshell, Snowdon’s project 
involved asking nuns to donate their 
brains after death to be examined in 
the name of Alzheimer’s research: their 
unique, controlled living environment, 
involving constant routine and mental 
stimulation, making them a perfect 
society group to observe. 

“It’s also an exploration of faith and 
it made me think of the parallel 
journey of a nun committed to a 
religious life and a scientist committed 
to his work. 

“I like the idea of religion and 
science coming together. That’s what 
triggered the creation of our character, 
Dr Richard Garfield, and the 
friendship he forms with Ursula, who 
is about to be made Mother Superior 
and must decide whether or not to 
allow her 27 nuns to be part of the 
project.” 

This dilemma gives the play much 
of its drive, and I’m keen to find out 
what Morgan herself would do in her 
character’s shoes. 

“Ultimately I’m a great believer in 
the power of science: I carry an organ 


donor card, and I’d like to think that 
I’d be able to do that, yes. I 
understand, though, that it’s very 
complex, the idea of becoming 
separated from your body after 
death.” 

Do you think faith and science can 
go hand in hand? 

“Yes I do, I think science requires a 
degree of faith - it’s about looking for 
answers and you don’t always find 
them, so that demands a certain faith. 

“There’s an interesting relationship 
between a nun and her body,” Morgan 
continues. “In the play, Dr Garfield 
says something based on an 
Alexander Pope quote, that: ‘the study 
of man is man’, and the nun replies, 
‘yes, but the study of a Sister is her 
God’. I find that interesting, and the 
question of whether there is a God, 
and whether religion is still relevant 
in today’s secular world. Not a lot of 
people go to church any more, let 
alone believe. But I do think the two 
go hand in hand actually.” 

Having begun writing while at 
university, Morgan began tentatively 
writing for theatre after graduating, 
not daring to show her work to 
anyone. Her first play, Skinned, was 
staged in 1998, in the same year that 
she earned her first TV credit for 
drama series, Peak Practice. She has 
since picked up an Olivier Award 
nomination, a BAFTA and this year 
The Iron Lady came away with two 
Oscars. 

Yet despite her success, she remains 
humble. 

“I don’t really feel pride,” she 
explains, “it’s more that I feel lucky 
getting to work with so many amazing 
people. A lot of them are people I’ve 
worked with in the past as well.”

Her back-catalogue is 
diverse: from politicians to 
sex-addicts, set in all manner 
of times and places. 

“You become an expert for 
five minutes and end up 
knowing little bits about lots 
of different things. I love 
that: getting to become part 
of a completely different 
world,” says Morgan. “But 
there are themes which do 
recur across my work, 
like power, loss of power, 
and memory and age.”

The big film 



THE PACT 

Certificate 15,1h28m 

ALL families have their secrets and the 
dysfunctional clan at the centre of 
Nicholas McCarthy’s ghost story have 
an entire closet full of skeletons waiting 
to rattle their gnarled bones. 

The film opens with Nicole (Agnes 
Bruckner) wandering around her 
deceased mother’s creepy house in Los 
Angeles, a laptop computer in hand as 
she makes a video call to her daughter 
and younger sister Annie (Caity Lotz), 
who refuses to step inside the property. 

The little girl signals the start of the 
nastiness to come, asking sweetly: 
“Mummy, who’s that behind you?” 
Nicole spins around, alarmed. A 
nervous peek inside the closet that 
adjoins the lounge is the last we see of 
her. 

Soon after, biker chick Annie enters 
the fray, rightly concerned about the 
lack of contact with her sister. Strange 
noises, flickering lights and an 
unexplained break-in lead to the 
realisation that something is terribly 
wrong in the house. 

Annie asks local police detective 
Creek (Casper Van Dien) to investigate. 
Through his lackadaisical methods, he 
reveals a secret room and sparks 
Annie’s horrific memories of her 
childhood that have kept her far from 
the city. 

The Pact is expanded from the writer- 
director’s 11 -minute short film of the 
same name but sadly he runs out of 
ideas and dramatic momentum well 


before the bells have chimed on the first 
hour. 

It relies on some stratospheric 
suspensions of disbelief. Annie’s 
determination to stay inside a home that 
has clearly been the source of so much 
pain is hard to swallow when an unseen 
force starts smashing family 
photographs and dropping items in the 
kitchen. 

But when that same force starts 


flinging the stricken heroine around 
rooms like a rag doll, any sane 
individual would leap on to that 
motorcycle, head for the hills and never 
return. 

Alas, McCarthy’s flimsy script has 
no room for common sense and so 
Annie prevails in order to set up an 
unlikely resolution involving an old 
relative (Mark Steger) from the 
poisonous family tree. 


The jolts are sporadically effective 
but we’re savvy enough to second 
guess where McCarthy will take us next 
and the nasty surprises that could be 
lurking around the next poorly lit 
corridor. 

Production design is dark and 
gloomy, relying on what we can’t see to 
whir our imaginations into overdrive 
and conjure up scares that are 
disappointingly lacking in the script.

Something's 
in the air

M OST of us can 
identify familiar 
scents in the 
garden; newly-mown 
grass, fragrant roses and 
lavender spring to mind. 

In fact, women have a 
significantly better sense of 
smell than men, according to a 
survey by Gardeners’ World 
magazine. 

The survey of 2,000 people 
found that women were able 
to recognise 14 out of 15 
garden scents better than men 
- including rose, lilac, freshly 
cut grass and compost. 

Freesias came out tops as 
our favourite scent, followed 
by strawberries and sweet 
peas. Creosote was the only 
smell men recognised as much 
as women. 

So it seems timely to create 
a scented garden to educate 
not only our men but to 
provide endless days and 
nights of aromatic summer 
pleasure outdoors. 

Indeed many plants grown 
for their scent come into their

own at dusk, including night- 
scented stocks, honeysuckle, 
jasmine and nicotiana. Plant 
them close to where you will 
be sitting in the evening and 
you won’t miss their delicious 
scent. 

Others, such as lavender, 
thyme and rosemary, release 
their scent when you make 
contact with them, so are ideal 
for edging paths, so that 
visitors can appreciate their 
heady aroma when they brush 
past them. 

Sheltered spots devoid of 
wind, which can effectively 
blow the scent away, will 
provide an area of intense 
fragrance. If you have a bench 
in a sheltered spot, try growing 


roses up around it so you can 
catch that intensity when you 
sit. 

It is possible to combine 
natural fragrances for the best 
results and the magazine has 
created a scent wheel, similar 
to a colour wheel, to match 
scented plants to bring out the 
best in each other. 

Sweet scents which do well 
together include cottage 
garden favourites such as 
sweet pea, lilac, honeysuckle 
and rose, while a combination 
of citrus scents including 
lemon verbena, monarda and 
lime also work well together. 

If you like woody notes with 
sweet scents, go for lavender, 
sage and thyme, while more 
spicy notes are gained from 
dianthus, azalea and bay. 

If you’re after scent when 
you open your patio doors, 
keep your containers and 
hanging baskets close by with 
your fragrant favourites. 

I have a basket outside my 
patio door in the summer 
filled with the petunia Surfinia 
Blue Vein, whose flowers have 
a deep blue throat which pales 


into the white outer petal. The 
smell of this type is fantastic - 
almost like a lily fragrance. 

Indeed, no scented garden 
would be complete without 
some sort of lily and one of the 
easiest to grow is the regal lily, 
Lilium regale. One bulb 
quickly builds up into a clump 
on most soils, producing a 
profusion of white, trumpet¬ 
shaped blooms with yellow 
throats and purple pink 
outsides, whose strong heady 
perfume is at its best on 
summer evenings. 

“Sniff a lily and you’ll feel a 
sense of wellbeing that Chanel 
can never match,” Alan 
Titchmarsh co mm ents. They’re 


perfect planted with roses, 
ornamental grasses and 
euphorbia. 

If you have an archway or 
pergola near your patio, you 
can choose from a wide variety 
of scented climbers including 
scented honeysuckles, 
wisterias, roses and jasmine. 

Trachelospermum 
jasminoides is a fantastic slow- 
growing climber which will 
reach around 10m (32ft) in 
height if placed in a sheltered 
position against a warm wall. It 
produces small white flowers 
against dark green oval¬ 
shaped leaves and its fragrance 
is fantastic. But you need to 
protect it against wind and 


frost in severe winters. 

It is not only flowers which 
produce wonderful scents 
during summer - rub some 
leaves of certain plants and 
you will be pleasantly 
surprised. The lemon-scented 
pelargonium (P. crispum 
‘Variegatum’), for instance, has 
cream-edged leaves which, if 
rubbed, emit a delicious lemon 
perfume. It produces pale 
mauve flowers throughout 
summer. 

With a little planning, you 
could soon have a garden full 
of fragrance which will last all 
summer.
